While $20,000.000,000 of invested 


capital is represented in the world 
crop of cotton, yet Mr. Austin de- 
clared only fragmentary 
informa- 


tion is obtainable of this enormous 
industry. Though cotton is becom- 
ing Increasingly more Important in 
world economics, 
production 
and 


consumption today being twice as 
groat as In IflOO and nearly thirty 
times as much a.s in 1800, still the 
valuable 
information on the crop 


comes from individuals in all parts 
of the world, in conflicting terms 
and lacking in busic sources of in- 
formation. 


Despite ' recent 
improvements, 


government statistics are tar 
from 


satisfactory. Mr. Austin claimed, as 
the United States in common with' 
Great 
Britain 
stnte 
their cotton 


and imports of cotton goods in yards 
and values while the reports of con- 
t i n e n t a l Europe show 
the weight 


alone. Bales of raw cotton in the 
different countries represent various 
weights from 100 pounds up to 750 
pounds. 


In order that the cotton reports 


of the world may be supplied with 
accuracy and promptness, an Inter-
